marked, having suffered an attack of 
smallpox nt nineteen years of age, 
while in Barbados with his Invalid ] der'!

self Imprudently. A born speculator, 
he was constantly engaged In land 
deals. He subscribed to every lottery 
and raffle that came along, and would 
spend many hours nt a stretch with a 
pack of cards, though usually a Ijser. 
To attend and bet on a horse race, he 
often went to Annapolis, or even as 
far as Philadelphia. 


Spelling w«s by no means his forte.
